TUNNELING A VOLCANO. 


A Project to Run a Railroad Throufih 


Mount Popocatepetl* 


Ameca-Meca got its first genuine 


shaking-up during the great earth- 
quake of 1884. 
Even the saints were 


tumbled out of niches where they had 
reposed in peace for centuries, and for 
several hours the dreamy old town 
seemed thoroughly aroused from its 
comatose condition. Within the past 
year a plan ha3 been set on foot which 
promises to transfoim this sleepy hol- 
low into a place of great commercial 
importance. 
It is no less a project 


than the tunneling of Popocatepetl 
through the wall of the crater directly 
to the immense sulphur deposits inside 
of the mountain, connecting the mouth 
of this tunnel with Ameca-Meca by a 
narrow-gauge railroad, which, in turn, 
will connect with the Morelos road 
loading to the national capital. 
A con- 


siderable amount of money has been 
subscribed for the enterprise, and the 
time will soon be at h.ind when the 
mighty Monarch of Mexico will have 
been sacrilegiously debased to sordid 
uses. 
Vuiily, this, is an age of prog- 


cess1 


In viow of the vahu' of the sulphur 


deposits nt Popocatepetl it seems In- 
crecliblo that they have not been more 
thoroughly worked. At present Sicily 
is the principal source of the world's 
snlpluu supply, that country producing 
more than four-fifths of all that is con- 
sumed on the globe. The deposits of 
"old Popo" aic nnieh gionter than 
those of bicily and of bettor quality, 
and c<in bo brought to market—at 
loast in the United States—twenly- 
fivo pel 
cunt, cheaper than the 


Sicilian. 
Aside fiom that consumed in 


Mexico more than two hundred thou- 
sand tons ato annually u»od in the 
United States; and e\en if every ton of 
Popocatepetl sulphur should be sold 
twenty per cent below the usual price 
there would slill be ,i cloai profit, after 
allowing for heighta'p and all othei 
expenses of not less than two dollais 
per tan 
The noikmon rccche seven- 


ty-five oents per arioba (twenty-five 
pounds) foi bunging up prude sulphur 
from tho intcrioi of the mountain and 
delivering it at Talmaoas. Their work 
is exceedingly laborious and full of 
danger. Not only are huge rocks con- 
stantly rolling down tho sides of the 
crater, threatening to engulf the tiny 
mndUss nnd crush the atom of hu- 
manity being lowered into the depths 
by o fiail lope, but tho sulphurous 
vapow and exhalations are extremely 
injurious to health. The workmen re- 
main in the crater a month at a time, 
eating and sleeping in that inferno, 
after which they are hauled up and 
their places supplied by others. It is 
said in a shott time their teeth fall out, 
and the luiir diops off their heads like 
bristles from a scalded pig, and that a 
man who goes down in the stoutest of 
ox-hide boots and the stiongest of new 
clothes comes np at the end of the 
month in the dilapidated condition of 
Rip Van Winkle after his twenty-year 
nap.—Philadelphia Record.

Bopublican National committee wag made 
public last night. It is dated at Washing- 
toon, and reads as follows: 


To TBE REPUBLICAN ELECTORS off THE 


UNITED STATES: In accordance with usage and 
In obedience to tlie Instructions of the Repub- 
lican National convention of 1881, a National 
convention of delegates representatives of the 
Republican party will be held at Chicago, on 
Tuesday, the nineteenth day of June, at twelve 
o'clock noon, for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for President and Vice-President, 
to be supported at the next National election, 
and for the transaction of such other business 
as may bo there presented.

VACCINE VIRUS. 


How Healthy Calves Are Mnile to FurnUh 
a Supply of tlie Artli-ie. 


The animal, if pronounced in fit con- 


dition, is trotted up-stairs and given 
one of the little stalls in the top story. 
There he is allowed to remain until he 
has fed -well and is feeling as though 
he had at last found comfortable quar- 
ters. Then he is hauled out by his 
nose and tail to the operating-room. 
There he is held quietly until one of 
the attendants buckles a strap around 
his left hind leg. 
This strap, attached 


to a pulley rope, is given a strong pull 
by an attendant and up goes the calf 
on the vaccinating table with a thud 
and a snort of decided displeasure. 
But his struggles are utterly useless, 
for by this time a heavy band is buckled 
over his nose and neck and fore legs. 
Then he is at Hie mercy of the surgeon. 
But the latter does not vaccinate at 
once. 
He lathers tlie inside of the 


calf's hind legs and then carefully 
shaves away all the hair. Then the 
animal is allowed to go back to his stall 
and rest awhile until the vaccinator 
has arranged his virus, and his vaccine 
"spades." These are long points of 
bone, and are used on the calves be- 
cause they will hold more of the virus 
than the ordinary quill. 
Because they 


are big and hold more than sufficient 
virus "to vaccinate an infant they are 
kept exclusively for the animals. After 
a rest of an hour or so the calf is 
trotted out of his stall again and again 
tossed over on its side upon the vacci- 
nating board. Then the real work be- 
gins. 
The doctor takes a big, six- 


bladed lancet, and, holding the knives 
together, cuts the shaven skin of the 
animals as to just pierce the outer 
layer. Then the operator uses his 
lancet at right 
angles 
with 
the 


original 
cuts, 
and 
so 
abraids 


the skin that it will readily receive the 
virus from the "spado." 
But the 


"spade" is not used at first. 
The work 


begins thus: All the blood is carefully 
cleaned away from the abrasion, and 
then a quill hokliii" a small amount of 
virus is rubbed upon the spot. 
Then 


comes the "spade," which holds about 
four times as >nueh virus as the ordi- 
nary quill. The virus from this is 
rubbed in carefully, and then the calf 
is led back to his stall. As a rule four 
abrasions are made upon the shaved 
skin of the animal. 


According to the statements of the 


physician in charge of the vaccine sta- 
ble, the calves show no evil effects 
from the vaccination. Their appetite 
is unimpaired; in fact, they eat more 
than they did before the operation and 
show none of the lassitude infants and 
adults often do after vaccination. Their 
allowance of food is increased. In this 
way the cah'es are treated for about 
seven dajs, when thu virus lias done 
its work, and again the animal is 
placed upon the operating board, and 
then the important business of collect- 
ing the virus begins. For doing this 
the quills and "spades" are prepared 
for the reception of the virus. 
The 


quills, which are taken from Russian 
geese, are purchased from an importer, 
who charges the Health Department 
$10 per 1,000 for them. They are tied 
up in bundles of one hundred and sent 
to the vaccine stables, where men cut 
them into 
convenient lengths 
and 


scrape the end-, so thai they will hold 
the virus. Tin- animal is placed upon 
the operating board as before, and the 
roughened end of the quill used to take 
the vaccine. Then comes the drying 
process, nnd ^ub-oijuenlly the treated 
quills arc put into licimclically sealed 
jars and stoicd in an icc-elosct.—N. T. 
Commercial Advertiser, 


POULTRY* iVT WINTER. 


The Amount of Space Necessary for Eacli 


Fowl In the Clilcken-Houno. 


A correspondent wislies to know the 


space necessary for eacli fowl in the 
poultry house in winter. In reply we 
may say that ten square feet to each 
fowl is considered ample. 
One foot of 


room is space enough to each fowl on 
the roosting loft. Tliis space, ten 
square feet per fowl for tho ground 
floor, including feeding and nesting 
space, will give plenty of room. A 
larger number of fowls can be kept 
when there is outside range for the 
fowls in good weather. 
Nevertheless 


we do not advise crowding fowls unless 
care is taken in relation to keeping 
every part of the house perfectly clean, 
sweet and well ventilated. Yet if there 
be plenty of room, and the house be 
frost-proof, enough more winter eggs 
maybe had to pay all the extra expense 
even of fire heat. 


As to the kind of house, too many 


persons sacrifice outside style to com- 
fort and utility. The mistake is too 
often made in not having the winter 
quarters comfortable. We have known 
most excellent winter quarters ar- 
ranged with rails and poles, covered 
with hay or straw, the sides made frost 
proof in the same way, tlie birds lay- 
ing plenty of eggs in winter. It may 
be built as a lean to against any rough 
building, and if the birds are not lousy 
in the autumn when put in, there is no 
reason why they should become so dur- 
ing the winter, if dust boxes be fur- 
nished and other proper care be given. 
Care must be taken not to crowd too 
many hens in a confined space. Noth- 
ing so soon engender vermin. It is 
of course best that the quarters bo 
made of wood, with double wall and 
roof, but to those who can not afford 
such a house, the lean to will prove a 
success for temporary winter quarters. 
—Farm, Field and Stocl'man. 


—As a rule, all summer pruning 


checks growth, and by producing ma- 
turity of wooil and fruit buds, induces 
fruitfulness. 
All winter and early 


spring pruning favors giowth, i. e. 
causes a more exuberant growth in the 
parts remaining.—Indianapolis Jour~

The Social Condition of the Simple 


habitants of the Azores. 


On our way through the country we 


saw wheat being trodden out in the 
olil-Iashioned manner by yokes of oxen. 
The Scriptural injunction in regard to 
not muzzling the ox was more honored 
in the breach than in the observance. 
This laxity on the part of the inhabi- 
tants can be excused, however, when 
the high taxes under which they labor 
are considered. The Government ex- 
acts and rigorously collects an exorbi- 
tant toll from every fanner in the 
islands; besides this, he is taxed for 
personal property, for maintenance of 
a doctor in his district, and for school- 
ing, if obtained at night, which amounts 
to the same as taxing him for day 
school, as under the circumstances it is 
hardly possible for the young Azorean 
to spend much of his time during the 
day in the idle diversion of the three 
R's. 
The Chtirrh, of course, comes 


in for its share, although this last lux- 
uryis nominally free. 


The pay of a first class workman is 


U6ually 50 to 60 cents per day, including 
meals. Farm laborers arc not paid BO 
well; they get 25 to 30 cents and many 
are glad to work for a bare subsistence. 
The dream of a peasant's life in the 
Azores is to be able to get to AnK-iea. 
This is his El Dorado, and whole families 
deny themselves for years so as to save 
enough raoney to send the younger 
members of the household to the land 
of promise. 
Fifty dollars is accounted 


a large capital with which to start the 
nappy yonth in life. 
If this can not be 


raised before he reaches the age 
of 


fifteen he either has to leave with less 
raoney or not leave at all, as no one if 
allowed to emiirr.ile after reaching that 
age. 


The utmost care is taken that no one 


breaks this law, but here, as in most 
cases the world over, "Where there is 
' a will there is a way." 
Many peasants 


whose families were too poor to provide 
them with the necessary clot before the 
age of restriction, 
l>y steady industry 


and 
frugality accumulate 
sufficient 


money to pay their passage to America 
in some of the vessels trading between 
the islands and Hie States. 
When the 


vessel quits port with a clean clearance 
from the local authorities she immedi- 
ately proceeds to put as much distance 
'between her and the island as possible, 
seemingly.' 
But once beyond the view 


of the sharp-eyed officials speed is 
slackened, and under cover of the dark- 
ness she returns toward the island and 
lowers a boat when off some pre-ar- 
ranged spot to take on board the runa- 
ways. 
At other times another plan is 


adopted. A VPSSP! touching at one island 
and bound for another of the group 
takes on board some (if the natives as 
passengers for the latter place. 
This 


is perfectly legitimate and nothing is 
done to hinder her departure. When, 
howerer, it is found that these natives 
are not only ready, but anxious to fore- 
go the pleasure of landing at the second 
port and signify their willingness to 
proceed with the captain wherever he 
is going, even to America, and will pay 
their passage, he usually ends by find- 
ing the weather too bad to make the 
port originally intended, and lands his 
passengers in America under a certifi- 
cate something to that effect. 


At sixteen the Azorean youth is liable 


for military duty and the glories of a 
soldier's life are tnrustupon him for five 
years whether he is ambitious or not. 
The pay of & soldier in the Portuguese 
service is not calnlnted to fire the heart 
of even the poor Azorean peasant with 
martial longings. Two suits of uniform, 
consisting of a dingy brown surtout, a 
stiff shako and a very baggy pair of 
brown linen trousers, complete his out- 
fit for one year. 
Three cents per day 


it. allowed him to purchase bread and 
tobacco. If after live years of this lux- 
xirious kind of life he is still found ablo 
to bear arms, he is put with the reserve, 
where he remains five years longer, sub- 
ject to be called upon for duty at a 
moment's notice by the military authori- 
ties.—Cor. San Francisco Chronicle,

HORSE-MEAT FOR FOOD. 


An Article of Diet Which Ts Quite Fo|ju- 


Ittr In Farl8 and Berlin. 


English-sijeiikinn; people have never 


taken kindly to the idea of eating horse- 
flesh, although some persona in this 
country and many more in England 
have from time to time strenuously ad- 
vocated its use. The bulicf, however, 
that largo quantities of horse-flesh are 
fraudulently sold for vnoro orthodox 
meats, in the latter country, has re- 
cently provoked the people of Manches- 
ter and Snlfordto call a public meeting 
and petition Parliament to pass an act 
to compel butchers who sell horse-flesh 
to label it as such. 


In Paris., Berlin and Vienna the pop- 


ular consumption of horse-flesh seems 
to be constantly increasing. In 1877 
there were slaughtered for food in Paris 
10,619 horses and mules, and in 1878 
the number increased to 11,319. 
In 


the winter seasons of these two years 
there were slaughtered in Berlin about 
5,000 horsfs, the flush of which waa 
mainly used for sausages. 
The central 


horse-slaughtering 
establishment of 


Berlin comprises an acre of land, upon 
which are buildings for the inspectors, 
stables, etc. 
Every morning the horses 


to be slaughtered arc mustered for in- 
spection, and such as appear diseased 
are condemned to the knackers. 
It is 


slated that good horses are generally 
bought for this purpo.^e, the butchers 
bnying many young hor«oa from the 
farmers and breeder.- which, for various 
reasons, are not considered 'le.-irable 
to rai=i,v—Ilrmge Journal.
